NOT AGREED TO BY SENATE 


Conference Committee Fixed It So 
the Matter Could Be Determined 
by Courts—Wright Amend- 
ment Nullified That 
Intention. 


The house substitute for the resolution 
by Senator Howell providing for the pay- 


ment of the interest on the bonded debt. 


for 1902, amounting. to $325,880, out of the 
public property fund, was finally passed 
by the house and senate yesterday, 
after a conference committee had reach- 
ed-an agreement with regard to the 
Wright amendment which the senate re- 
fused to.accept. 

The effect of. the Wright amendment 
was to ’rullify the resolution, according 
to a. letter written by Attorney. General 
J. M. Terrell, because it removed the 
the possiblity of a test case being made. 
It required that the matter be determined 
by the courts before the governor and 
treasurer took any action 


The result was the senate refused to 
accept. the.Wright amendment, and a con- 
ference committée was -appointed. The 
conference’ ‘committee struck out the 
“Wright amendment and fixed it so the 
matter could be brought up in. the. courts 


,and determined at.once. 


The conference: committee made its re- 
port soon after the house met last night. 
The committee recommended the adop- 
tion of the following amendment as a 
substitute for the last paragraph of the 
resolution: 

“Resolved further, That it shall not be 
inconsistent with the spirit of this resos

Conferred with Treasurer. 


After the conference. committee’s re- 
‘port had been read, ‘Mr. Wright said that 
when the house committee met a like 
committee from the senate, the state 
treasurer and his attorney, Judge Logan

mitteemen. Mr. Wright stated that 
Treasurer Park informed the joint confer- 
ence committee that he would not trans- 
fer a dollar of the public property fund 
money until the supreme court had said 
that such a-transfer would be legal.

FACTS. 


The flying squadron, copsisting of the 
Brooklyn, Massachusetts, Texas and 
Scorpion, under the command of Commo- 
dore W. S. Schley, U. S. N., sailed from 
Key West about 8 a. m. of May 19, 1898, 
with orders from the navv department, 
and from the commander in chief of the 
north Atlantic station. to proceed with 
despatch (utmost) off Clenfuegos to cap- 
¢ure the enemy off that port, if possible, 
or to blockade him, and to maintain the 
blockade as close as possible. 

The fiving squadren arrived cff Cienfue- 
gos on the morning of May 22 and esthkb- 
lished a blockade. During the day the 
ships lay off the port at various dis- 
tances, in no particular order. At night 
they formed in columns of vessels, héad- 
ed off shore and moved at only sufficient 
speed for keeping positions. The small 
yesstls performed picket duty in shore 
of the large ships. 

THEY CLAIM THAT SCHLEY 

PROCEEDED TOO SLOWLY 


Commodore Schley did not proceed with 
utmost despatch off Cienfuegos and 
blockade that port as close as possible. 

At 0 a. m.. May 22, the Dupont arrived 
at Cienfuegos with a dispatch from the 
commander in chief, dated Key West. 
May 3, 1898, which informed Commodore 
Schley of the probability of the Spanish 
squadron being in Santiago de Cuba and 
ordered him to hold Cienfuegos until the 
receipt of more positive information. 

At 1:30 p. m., May 22, the Iowa arrived 
at Glenfuegos and at 7 p. m. of the same 
‘date the Scorpion left Cienfuegos for 
Santiago. 

At 8:15 a. m. of May 233 Commodore 
BSehley received by the dispatch vessel 
Hawk the following dispatch and mem- 
orandums from the commander in chief: 

“Dispatch (No. 8) dated Key West, 
May 21, 1898, which stated that the Snan- 
ish squadron was probably at Santiago, 
and ordered Commodore Schley, if he was 
Satisfied that the Spanish | squadron was 
not at Cienfuegos to “proceed with 
all despatch. but cautiously, to Santiago 
de Cuba, and if the enemy is there block- 
ade him in that port.’ 

A memorandum dated off Havana, May 
Zl, 188, which directed Commodore 
Schley to mask his movements in leaving 
Cienfuegos, 

A memorandum which stated that a 
g00d landing place had been found by 
Commander McCalla, 13% miles west of 
Savanilla Point: that the Cubans had 
perfect knowledge of what was going 
On within Cienfuegos; that the Cuban 
forces in the San Juan mountains con- 
trolled the railway between Cienfuegos 
and Trinidad; and that there were fair 
roads from the landing place to Cienfue-

At noon on the same date the. British 
Steamer Adula was permitted to go into 
Cienfuegos. 

At7 a. m., May 24, the Marblehéad, 
Vixen and Eagle arrived at Cienfuegos. 

About 10 a. m. the Marblehead and 
Eagle proceeded to the landing place, 13% 
miles west of Savanilla Point, communi- 
Cated with the insurgents, landed stores 
for them, learned that the Spanish 
squadron was not in the harbor of Cten- 
fuegos, rejoined the squadron at 3:30 p.

AMERICAN FLEET OFF SANTIAGO BEFORE THE GREAT BATTLE. 
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the information obtained. 
NO EFFORT MADE BY SCHLEY 
TO MEET THE INSURGENTS 


After the receipt of this information 
Commodore Schley wrote a dispatch to 
the commander-in-chief, in which he 
Stated, ‘I shall move eastward tomor- 
row.’ He also wrote a dispatch to the 
commandant of the naval base at Key 
West, in which he stated: 

“As it is not found practicable to coal 
the Texas from the collier here, whére 
there is so much swell, I suall proceed 
tomorrow off Santiago de Cuba, being 
embarrassed, however, by the Texas’ 
short coal supply and her inability to 
coal in the open sea. I shall not be able 
to remain off that port on account of 
general short coal supply of squadron, so 
will proceed to the vicinity of Nicolas 
Mole, where the water is smooth and can 
coal Texas and other ships with what 
may remain in collier.”’ 

No work was, apparently, in progress 
vn the fortification of Cienfuegos while 
Commodore Schley was off the port. 

No efforts were made by Commodore 
Schley to communicate with the insur- 
gents to discover whether the Spanish 
squadron was in the harbor of Cienfuegos 
prior to the morning of May 24. 

Signal lights were displayed on shore 
at night, May 22 and May 23, but Com- 
modore Schley had no information which 
enabled him to interpret them. 

Before sailing from Cienfuegos inn 
modore Schley received reliable informa- 
tion that ships could be coaled in the 
vicinity of Cape Cruz and in Gonaives 
channel. 

The fiying squadron, with the exception 
of the Castine, sailed from Cienfuegos 


about 8 p. m. of May 24; the heavy ships 


in column of vessels, the light ships on 
the right flank and the collier Merrimac 
on the left flank. At 10:10 a. m. of May 
26 the light vessels were shifted to the 
port beam and the collier to the star- 
board beam. 

Before midnight of May 24, owing to 
heavy rolling, the forward compartment 
of the Bagle filled with water, which re- 
duced her speed. 

On May 2% the wind was fresh from 
the eastward, the weather was bad and 
the sea was heavy for small-vessels. The 
squadron reduced its speed to enable 
the Eagle to remailg with it 

On May 26 the weather improved, the 
wind veered to the westward and became 
light and the sea moderated. 
RETROGRADE MOVEMENT 

DISCUSSED BY THE COURT 

At 1:30 p. m. Commodore Schley sent the 
Eagle to Port Antonio to coal and then 
to return to Key West. At noon of May 
26 the Eagle had sufficient coai to steam 
10 knots per hour for three days. 

At 5:30 p. m. the squardon stopped 
about 22 miles to the southward of the 
port of Santiago and was joined by the 
scouts Minneapolis, Yale and St. Pauls 

At 6 p. m May 26 the engines of the 
collier Merrimac were temporarily dis- 
abted. The engines were changed to 
work ‘“‘compound’’ and at 4:20 p. m. of 
May 27 she was able to make 6 Knots 
with her own steam. The broken parts of 
the engine were repaired on board the 
flag ship, all repairs being qompleted at 
midnight of May 28. The Yaie towed the 
Merrimac while disabled. 

The commanding officer of the St. Paul 
“visited the flagship in obedience to sig- 
nal, took with him a Cuban pilot, and had 
a conversation with Commodore Scaley 

Commodore Schley had no sonveres- 
tion with the senior commanding officer 
of the scouts and obtained no positive in- 
formation from thg scouts regarding the 
Spanish squadron. 

At 7:45 p. m., May 26, Commodore Schley 
changed the course of the fiying squad- 
ron to the westward and signalied to his 
squadron, ‘Destination Key West, vi2 
soutn side of Cuba and Yucatan chan- 
fel, as soon as collier is ready; speed 
9 knots.’”’ The squadron proceeded 
westward 18 miles, stopped at 11:15 
p. m. (the tow lines of the _ collier 
having parted), drifted until 3:40 p. m., 
May 27, resumed its westward course 
for 23 miles, stopped again at 7:15 p. m.., 
and drifted until 1 p. m. of May 2. 

At 9:30 a. m., May 27, the Harvard join- 
ed the flying squadron and her com- 
manding officer delivered to Commodore 
Schley the dispatch dated May 20. 

The report here quotes in full the dis- 
patch of the department, saying ‘‘All de- 
partment’s information indicates the 
Spanish division still at Santiago,”’ and 
Schley’s reply thereto, in which he says, 
“It is to be regretted that the depart- 
ment’s orders cannot be obeyed,’ and 
that he was forced to return to Key West 
for coal. 

COAL SUPPLY OF VESSELS 
CONSIDERED SUFFICIENT 

The coal supply of the vessels of the 
flying squadron at noon on Mdy 27 was 
sufficient to nave enabled them to steam 
at 10 knots per hour: The Brook!yn for 
11% days, the Iowa for 7% days, the Mas- 
sachusetts for 10 days, the Texas for 6% 
days, the Marblehead 3% days, the Vixen 
11% days. 

Or to have remained on blockade duty 

off Santiago de Cuba: The Brooklyn for 
2% days, the Iowa for 16 days, the Mas- 
sachusetts for 20 days, the Texas for 10 
days, the Marblehead for 5 days, the Vix- 
en for 23 days. 

And then steam to Gonaives, Haiti, or 
to Cape Cruz, Cuba, for coal. 

At that date the flying squadron was 
accompanied by the collier Merrimac, 
containing 4,350 tons of coal. 

The amount of coal required to com- 
pletely fill the coal bunkers of all ths 
vessels of the flying squadron on this 
same date was 2,750 tons. 

The conditions of wind, sea and weath- 


-er from noon on May 2 a, 


m. and reported to Commodore Schléy 
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favorable for taking coal from a collier 
at sea off Santiago de Cuba. 

The Iowa, Castine and Dupont coaled 
at Clenfuegos from the collier Merrimac 
on May 23, and the Massachusetts and 
Castine on May 24. The Texas asked per- 
mission to coal first on May 23, and wis 
refused by Commodore Schley, who or- 
dered the Iowa to coal first and the Mas- 
sachusetts second. 

The Texas was ordered to coal from the 
collier on May 24, but the order was re- 
voked, as the Massachusetts was along- 
side of the collier and the commanding 
Officer of the collier deemed it unsafe to 
place his vessel between two battle ships. 

The Texas and Marblenead coaled at 
sea off Santiago, from colliers, May 27 
and 28 the Massachusetts and Vixen on 
May 29; the Brooklyn and Iowa on May 
30; the Brooklyn, Texas and Marblehead 
on May 31. 

At 3:35 Dp. m., 
Schley signalled to 
Sampson comes here, 
Squadron is out of coal 
gines broken down.”’ 
ADMIRAL SCHLEY TOO SLOW 

IN GOING TO SANTIAGO 

At 10:45 p. m., May 27, Commodore 
Schley signalled to the Texas, ‘““The more 
coal you take in this smooth weather 
the less you will have to take in Haitli.”’ 

Commodore Schley made no effort to 
ascertain whetber the Spanish squadron 
was in the harbor of Santiago; he left 
said harbor entirely unguarded from 6 p. 
m. of May 26 to 5 p. m. of May 27, ane 
guarded only by the scout St. Paul from 
5 p. m., May 27, until about 6 p. m. of 
May 28. 

The flying squadron arrived off the har- 
bor of Santiago de Cuba, 7 miles south 
of the Morro, at 6 p. m., May 28, and es- 
tablished a blockade. 

The distanc> from Cienfuegos to oan 
tiago is 315 miles. 

Commodore Schley did not proceed with 
all dispatch from Clenfuegos to Santiago 
de Cuba. 

Early on the morning of May -29 the 
Cristobal Colon and other vesgels of the 
Spanish squadron were discovered at 
anchor in the harbor of Santiago, about 
1,200 yards from the entrance. 

No attempt was mude by Commodore 
Schley on May 29 or May 30 to capture or 
destroy those Spanish vessels. 

At 11:10 a. m., May 31, the flagship Mas- 
sachusetts signalled: 

“The Massachusetts, New Orleans and 
Iowa will go in after dinner to a distanec 
of 7,000 yards and fire at Cristobal Colon 
with 8, 12 and 13-inch guns, speed about 
10 knots.’’ 

At 1:30 p. m. the three vessels desir- 
nated steamed, in cclumn, toward tne 
entrance to the harbor of Santiago, head- 
ing to the eastward, at about 10 knots 
speed. The ships passed the harbor en- 
trance about 7,(00 yards distart from the 
Morro, firing at the Coion and the shere 
batteries at ranges varying from 7,(0v 
yards to 8,200 yards. All projectiles fell 
short. 

When the ships had passed to the east- 
ward of the entrance the flagship turned 
off shore, followed in succession by the 
other ships, repassed the entrance and 
fired as before, but with ranges varying 
fiom 9,000 yards to 11,@0 yards. Some ‘of 
these projectiles fell near the Colon. 

The fire was returnec by the ships in 
the harbor aad by the land batteries, 
but no large guns were used by the bat- 
teries. Several projectiles passed over 
cur vessels, but no injuries were sus- 
tained. 

The flying squadron did not withdraw 
at night from the entrance to the San- 
tiago harbor to a distance at sea. The 
blcckade was maintained at an average 
distance of about 6 to 7 miles from the 
harbor entrance during the day and 
yrobably somewhat wearer during the 
night Two vessels performed picket 
Guty at night, 2 miles inside of the jine 
of vessels. 

THE BATTLE OF SANTIAGO 
AND TURN OF BROOKLYN 

The Spanish squadron was discovered 
to be in the entrance to Santiago harbor, 
steaming out, about 9:30 a. m., July 38, 
1895, 

The Brooklyn at that time was heading 
to the westward of north about 6,300 yards 
southwest, three-fourths south from the 
Morro, which was practically her block- 
ading position. 

Large vessels coming out of the harbor 
of Santiago were obligea to head about 
southwest by south, and the Spanish ves- 
sels, therefore, in coming out, until clear 
of the shoal to the westward. were

shoal, the Spanish vessels turned, in 
succession, to the westward and took a 
course nearly parallel to the land. 

The Brooklyn stood toward the Spanish 
| vessels, with varying helm, fired one shot 
from her forward turret at 3,500 yards 
range, which proved short, and then en- 
gaged with her port battery. When 
about 1,400 yards distant from the lead- 
ing Spanish ship, the Teresa, @ae Brook- 
lyn turned to starboard, with her helm 
hard aport, and continued so to turn un- 
til she headed to the westward parallel 
to the course of the Spanish ships. The 
commanding officer of the Brooklyn put 
the helm hard aport, and at almost the 
same instant Commodoré Schley gave the 
order, ‘“‘Hard aport.”’ 

When the Brooklyn’s helm was put 
hard port, the Teresa was about 1,490 
yards to the eastward of north from the 
Brooklyn, the Viscaya was to the east- 
| ward of the Teresa and the-Colon was to 
When the 
Brooklyn completed the turn, and was 
heading to the westward, parallel to the 
course of the Viscaya, the Viscaya and 
Colon were about 2,400 yards to the north- 
ward and westward of the Brooklyn. 

The turn of the Brooklyn was toward 
the Texas. The Texas stopped and back- 
ed her engines. 

On July 3, 1898, abont the time the 
Brooklyn began her turn to starboard, a 
conversation regarding the proximity of 
the Texas took place between Commo- 
dore Schley and Lieutenant A. C. Hodg- 
gon. 

Admiral Schley caused to be published 
in a daily newspaper a letter addressed 
to him by Lieutenant Commander Hodg- 
son, dated une 11, 1899, in which Lieu- 
tenant Commander Hodgson said: ‘The 
colloquy published in The New York Sun 
and alleged to have taken place between 
you and me on the day of the battle off 
Santiago, July 3, 1898, never occurred.” 
Admiral Schley did not have published 
the other letters of Lieutenant Com- 
mander Hodgson in regard to this matter.

He should have proceeded from Cien- 
fuegos to Santiago de Cuba with all dis- 
patch, and should have disposed his ves- 
sels with a view of intercepting the 
enemy in any atempt to pass the flying 
squadron. 

He should not have delayed the squad- 
ron for the Eagl>. 

He should not have made the retrograde 
turn westward with his squadron. 

He should have promptly obeyed the 
navy department's order of May 2. 

He should have endeavored to capture 
or destroy the Spanish: vessels at anchor 
near the entrance of Santlago harbor on 
May 29 and 30. 

He did not do his utmost with the force 
under his command to capture or destroy 
the Colon and other vessels of the enemy 
which he attacked on May 31. 

By commencing the engagement on July 
3 with the port battery, and turning the 
Brooklyn around with port helm, Commo- 
dore Schley caused her to lose distance 
and position with the Spanish vessels, 
especially with the Viscaya and Colon. 

The turn of the Brooklyn to starbcard 
was made to avoid getting her into dan- 
gerous proximity to the Spanish vessels. 
The turn was made toward the Texas 
and caused that vessel to stop and to 


lision. 

Admiral Schley did injustice to Lieuten- 
ant Commander A. C.. Hodgscn in pub- 
lishing only a portion of the correspond- 
ence which passed between them, 

Commodore Schiley’s conduct in connec- 
tion with the events of the Santiago cam- 
paign prior to June 1, 1898, was charac- 
terized by vacillation, dilatoriness and 
lack of enterprise. 

His official reports regarding the coal 
supply end the coaling facilities of the 
flying squadron were inaccurate and mis- 
leading. 

His conduct during the battle of July 3 
was self-possessed and he encouraged, in 
his own person, his subordinate officers 
and men to fight courageously.

Members of Legislature Who Visited 
State University. 


INSPECTED NEW DORMITORY 


Approves of the Work Done—All 
Departments of the School in 
a-Healthy Condition. 


Athens, Ga., December 13.—(Special.)— 
The committee from the legislature who 
recently visited Athens and inspected the 
university has made its report. Follow- 
ing are extracts: 

“We found a spirit of harmcny pervad- 
ing the university and the faculty and 
student body on most pleasant terms. 

“We found all the departments of the 
school in good, healthy condition and do 
not care to enter into detail in regard to 
all of them, but wish to call special at- 
tention to the new bulidings now nearinyz 
cempletion and the agricultural depart- 
ment. 

“At the former session of the gencral 
assembly $45,000 was appropriated for the 
purposes of repairing the old building 
end building a new dormitory and mess 
hall, $10,000 for repairs and $35,000 for new 
For the disposition of the 
$10,000 for repairs we respectfully refer 
vcu to the report of the board of trustees 
of University of Georgia, and in regard 
to the new buildings we desire to say that 
we were shown over both the new dormi- 
tory and the mess hall. The dormitory 
when completed will be, we think, the 
most striking building of the university. 
Its situation, facing the athletic field, Is 
an admirable one and shows the beauty 
of the building to the best advantage. 
The rooms in this building are large, 
siry and well lighted. The building is 
equipped with ell modcrn appliances nec.- 
essary to make it comfortable and com- 
modious. The building when completed 
will accommodate eighty-four men with- 
out crowding them. 

“The new mess hall contains 2 new 
dining room end kitchen, pantry and 
waiting room. The dining room has a 
capacity of 150 men at one sitting. The 
kitchen is modern and convenient. The 
we'ting room will be made comfortable 
so that men who come before the dining 
room is openei will have a place to wait. 
l.avatories join the waiting room. Rooms 
in the second story are provided for the 
matron and other attaches of the mess 
hall, The entire cost of board at mess 
hall and lodging together will not exceet 
$3 per month. 

“The trustees in locating these build- 
ings hav2 hai a view to the erection of 
buildings in the futur, so as to bring into 
vse a part of the campus which is now 
practically useless and not improved. 
The' committee’ approves this scheme 
heartily and in coneliding our report on 
these buildings desire to say that we be- 
lieve this money has been well and wise- 
ly expended. 

“One of the most important 
ments of the university is the agricul- 
tural department. Half the money for 
repairs was expended in fixing up Agri- 
cultural hall, which makes it one of the 
best equipped departments of the univer- 
sity. To> much cannot be said in praise 
of this department. The faculty proposes 
to use as an é¢xperimecntal farm about 7 
acres of the camrus now used for other 
purposes. This will bring the study of 
practical and real agriculture under the 
eycs, not only to those students cngaged 
in the study of agriculture, but of the 
entire student body.”

SOUTH’S BIG STAKE IN CHINA. 


Because of It, Liberal Treatment of 
Chinese Is Urged. 

New York, December 13.—A movement 
is taking among the export and 
import engaged in trade with 
China to secure a more liberal treatment 
for Chinese merchants and others visit- 
ing this country, under the new Chinese 
immigration law. 

Silas D.. Webb, president of the China 
and Japan Trading Company, who has 
resided in Shanghai for over fifteen vears 
and who is thoroughly familiar with the 
conditions affecting the development of 
American trade with the Far East, in an 
interview, said: 

“The humiliating restrictions which the 
Chinese exclusion act has-placed on the 
entry of Chinese merchants, travelers 
and students into this country seem like- 
ly to undo all the advantage we had 
gained through ihe friendly attitude of 
our government during the recent nego- 
tiations between the powers with China. 
But for reopening of the Chinese markets 
end the resumption of the ordinary cur- 
rents of trade at the beginning of «his 
vear. we should have had a very serious 
state of things in the great cotton in- 
dustry of the United States. 

“Half of the cotton mills of the south 
are absolutely dependent on the Chinese 
consumer for the sale‘of their output of 
eloth, and ‘in default oS orders from 
China nothing could preven. a destruc- 
tive competition betweeri New England 
and the south for possession of the home 
market.

Athens,..Ga., December 13.—(Special.)—

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CANE CROP IS REMUNERATIVE. 


Muscogee County Farmer Offered 
$100 an Acre for His Crop. 
Columbus, Ga., December 13.—(Special.) 
The value of fhe cane crop in this section 
is strikingly illustrated by a recent inci- 
dent on a plantation below the city. A 
farmer had nine acres in cane, and the 
representative of one of the sirup re- 
fineries here offered him $100 per acre for 
the cane as it stood in the field. The 
planter laughed at the propositian. He 
said that he did not wish to sell, but if 
he did he supposed $150 per acre would 
be about a fair price. This cane had 
been plowed but three times. On other 
land the plan raised a bale of cotton 
to the acre—an unusually good record— 
and from this he realized $85, with the 

heavy expense of production deducted.

W. L. Lingle Brought Petition for 
Short Respite for Bill Collier. 
Dalton, Ga., December 13.—(Special.)— 
W. L. Lingle says about the statement 
that he went to Atlanta to ask the gxOV- 
ernor to commute the sentence of Bill 

Collier to life imprisonment: 

“The Constitution is in error as to 
my mission in Atlanta yesterday. I did 
not go to ask Governor Candler to com- 
mute the sentence of Bill Collier to life 
imprisonment. I went to bear to hima 
petition from more than thirty of Dal- 
ton’s best citizens asking a respite for 
the negro for a few days until the case 
could be looked into more thoroughly. 
There were grave doubts in the minds of 
these citizens as to the guilt of the con- 
demned man and they believed it was 
due him that the case be more fully in- 
vestigated. So they placed in my hands 
this petition to the governor, asking for a 
short respite, and requested me to pre- 
sent it to him. Sharing in their opinions, 
I considered it my duty to do so. The 
governor gave the petition a most re- 
spectful hearing, but said that the case 
properly belonged to the court and the 
counsel, and that he could not take the 
responsibility of interfering. 

“The men who signed the petition be- 
lieve in the death sentence for rape, 
and they want to see that sentence exe- 
cuted in this case if the negro’'s guilt is 
made clear. Every one of these men are 
ready to protect the very humblest wom- 
an in the land. On the other hand, they 
believe in giving simple justice to the 
very humblest man. 

‘“T may say that the judge in the case 
has since stayed t®e execution bv enter- 
taining a motion for.«a new trial. and 
next Wednesday has been set for hear- 
ing that motion.”’

PREPARING FOR 


THEY ARE AGAINST CARNIVAL. 


Dublin Merchants Think the Show 
Would Hurt Business. 

Dublin, Ga., December 13.—(Special.)— 
A lively meeting of business men and cit- 
izens generally was held in the grand 
jury room of: the court house last night 
to take action in regard to 4a carnival 
which J. S. Berger, of the Berger Car- 
nival Company, proposed to give in Dub- 
lin from the 234 to the 28th of this 
month. Mr. Berger was present and 
made a statement of what his earniva! 
would be and how it-would bring crowds 
of people to Dublin during Christmas 
week. The result of the discussion was 
a vote of the people present, a majority 
of whom expressed themselves as being 
opposed to the carnival on general prin- 
ciples and especially during Christmas. 

The action of the business men places 
Mr. Berger in a peculiar situation. A 
‘week or two ago he asked the mayor and 
councilmen for permission to use tne 
streets of the city for his carnival, and 
this permission Was given in a contract 
signed by the authorities. By this con- 
tract Mr. Berger says he will insist that 
the city stand. Notwithstanding the oppo- 
sition that has. developed, he says he 
will nave the carnival. There is all man- 
ner of talk about..injunctions, and the 
outcome will be watehed with interest. 
Mr. Berger has already had considerable 
advertising matter printed and says he 
will have his show if there is any law to 
protect him. The business men say tae 
carnival would have a bad moral effect, 
and would injure the trade of tne city 
just when the trade is most needed. 


RAILWAY NOTES. 


It ig reported that Harry L. Miller, of 
Atlanta, wishes oo agent for the 
Southern, is to made commercial 
agent for the same road at Chattanooga, 
succeeding J. Tipton, who is to be made 
division freight agent, with headquarters 
at Knoxville. The news that these ap- 
pointments will be made in the near fu- 
ture will be of interest to a large num- 
ber people of Atlanta, as Mr: “Miller 
is one of the most popular railway men 
Of the city and Mr. Tipton is a brother 
of Commercial Agent Tipton, of the Chow 
taw. 

The Seaboard Air‘Line has made a new 
connection with the Pennsylvania, where- 
by passengers leaving Atlanta at 8 p. 
m. may arrive in Washington at 6:55 p. 
m. of the next day, where direct connec- 
tion is made for New York, arfiving in 
New York at 12:45 a. m: This reduces 
the time to 27 hours and 45 mi-gutes and 
will, no doubt, be a very popular sched- 
ule, 

The following from The Indianapolis 
Journal relating to the pass question will 
be of interest to all Atlanta railway men: 

“The pass situation is becoming inter- 
esting. While the impression prevails 
that it will not grow serious in this ter- 
ritory, it has considerably disturbed mat- 
ters and is the chief topic of conversa- 
tion between railroad men who are to 
receive passes. The roads, fortunately, 
are crowded with freight, but there is am- 
ple room for the passenger men to 
work, as passenger business has fallen 
off considerably within the last few days. 
This is not unusual, however, just before 
the holidays. It is conceded that in a 
trunk-line territory no passes will be is- 
sued good over any other than the line 
with which the traveling passenger or 
freight representative of the road is con- 
nected. There will be no trouble in Big 
Four or Pennsylvania men getting passes 
Over their respective systems, but the 
trunk-line association roads, according to 
the agreement, will not issue passes to 
employees. When the trunk-line associa- 
tion met and decided to abolish the ex- 
change of passes the Baltimore and Ohio, 
the New York Central, the Pennsylvania, 
the Erie and the Lackawanna were the 
ruling spirits. The other lines did not 
raise any great tumult, however much 
they may have disliked the action, but 
when it came to legislating on this ques- 
tion by the Central Passenger Associa- 
tion the presidents of the four roads ex- 


pected to dictate terms much on the same [{ 


basis as did the trunk lines. The Cleve- 
land Leader says: ‘The little fellows had 
been grossly underestimated. Présjdents 
Norton, of the Clover Leaf, Ramsey, of 
the Wabash, Woodford, of the C. H. and 
D., the Wheeling and Lake Erie, the Ohio 
Central, the Hocking Valley, the Colum- 
bus, Sandusky and Hocking and the Can- 
adian Pacific and the Grand Trunk bolt- 
ed, and the bolt of the other lines caught 
the Big Four in the vortex, and to pro- 
tect its interests it had to enter the lists 
of the roads as inimical to the famous 
New York agreement. As a result the 
roads which concocted the plan in New 
York of binding the lines in this terri- 
tory find themselves in a solitarv posi- 
tion, and their adherence to their own 
measure has become a question of dura- 
tion only. In speaking of the duration 
of the agreement an official says after 
a certain time has expired the execu- 
tives will be calling for reports of ex- 
pense accounts of their traveling men on 
other lines and what has been received 
for agents going over their lines, and un- 
less one account evens up the other, or 
comes pretty close to it, it will increase 
the prejudice against the refusal to is- 
sue exchange passes. There is still a 
possibility of the strong lines who inau- 
gurated the movement reconsidering the 
matter, They may try it for a month 
but he thought they would be sick of the 
w'ole business by that time. He thought 
the action of the presidents had not only 
been hasty, but ill-advised at this particu- 
lar time. They are certainly not consis- 
tent in deciding upon this abolition and 
at the same time frankly acknowledgin 
that they cannot cut off legislators anc 
other politicians. It seems to me that in 
making the acknowledgment the presi- 
dents weakened the agreement in favor 


of passes to railroad men.’ 
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SOUTH CAROLINA AT ST. LOUIS. 


Palmetto State Will Probably Have 
an Exhibit at World’s Fair. 
Columbia, S. C., December 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—An effort will probably be made 
to get the legislature that meets next 
month to make provision for represent- 
ing South Carolina at the St. Louis fair, 
Since the state department of agricul- 
ture was abolished, ten years ago, South 
Carolina has taken no part in any indus- 
trial picture, nor have any of her natural 
advantages been advertised in the west 
and northwest. When inquiries come 
about soll, climate, etc., there is none 
to answer. No data on these subjects 
has been prepared since the demise of the 
department, and the state has undoubt- 
edly suffered. Colonies have come from 
the west and settled on both sides of us— 
North Carolina and Georgia—but South 

Carolina was unknown to them. 

It is thought that if the legislature wili 
at its next session make. some provision 
for an exhibit at St. Louis and will put 
the work in charge of a competent per- 
son, a good start in the coliection of an 
exhibit can be made when the Charles- 
ton exposition closes. The legislature 
will hardly get to the point of providing 
for a state building, although numbers 
of eastern and western states have their 
buildings at Charleston. Such a display 
of enterprise would be a great card to 
play in the west. whose hardy people 
are, wanted in this section.

Although nothing as yet is positively 
known, it is a well assured fact that at 
an early date the Louisville and Nash- 
ville will also begin the erection of repair 
shops in Selma so they can keep their 
rolling stock“in repair on -this division.

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WILL PLANT CANTALOUPES. 


Louisville and Nashville Railroad 


Employees Organize a Company. 

Montgomery, Ala., December 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Last spring the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad opened up a branch 
line of a hundred and twenty miles, call- 
ed the Alabama and Florida, in a south- 
easterly direction through the heart of 
the piney woods of southeast Alabama. 
It has already begun in an energetic way 
to develop the farming interests along 
that line. Indeed, last year, while the 
road was building, it had planted a large 
fruit orchard to which an expert has 
given careful attention, the object being 
to show the farmers that there is money 
in fruit. Special attention is given to 
plums, which are good shippers. 

At this time it has its agents, with a 
melon expert, going along the line per- 
suading the farmers to plant melons. 
The road proposes to furnish seed free 
to anyone who will plant, and also at 
the right time to send as many experts 
as may be needed to show the farmers 
how to prepare the land, plant the seed 
and cultivate the crop. Then others 
will: be sent down to show them how to 
ship and arrange for their prompt hand- 
ling. The cantaloupe is given the pref- 
erence over the watermelon, as it ships 
better, and has a’ wider and steadier mar- 
ket. The local employees have become 
enthused on the subject, and have organ- 
ized a company in Montgomery, called 
the Century Cantaloupe Company, which 
will plant a hundred acres in cantaloupes 
in Covington county, not as an object 
lesson to the farmers, but because there 
is ‘‘money in it.”’

Chattanooga, Tenn., December 13.— 
(Special.)—The Chattanooga chamber of 
commerce has decided to reopen. the ac- 
tion before the interstate commerce com- 
mission against the varigus railroads 
entering this city from the east for al- 
leged discriminations against Chattanooga 
in favor of Nashville and other rival 
cities in freight rates from the east.

Wisdom Back of the Depot Bill. 

The wisdom of the legislature in 
passing the depot bill, which contin- 
ues the state’s depot as the terminus 
of all the roads, is conclusively shown 
by the action just taken by the Penn- 
sylvania railroad in New York. That 
corporation is certainly man- 
aged in a business way, just as we 
have urged should be done with the 
state’s property.

across the North river by ferryboat. 
The Pennsylvania road has determin- 
ed to spend fifty million dollars to 
tunnel under the river and under New 
York to reach Herald square, the cen- 
ter of the city, and will tunnel from 
there to Long Island.

Oom Paul’s Bloody Prophecy and 


How It Is Being Fulfilled. 

When Oom Paul said England might 
crush the Boers, but the price would 
stagger humanity, the world little 
dreamed what the prophecy meant. 
It was generally supposed that a few 
months would end the war and wipe 
out the South African republic. If 
it were all to be gone over again, it is 
likely England would be glad enough 
to let the Boers alone. Allen Sangree, 
writing in The Comopolitan, says: 

We know that the Fnglish have thus 
far spent $800,096.000 on the war, and have, 
according to their own account, lost in 
killed 548 officers and 5,823 men; in wound- 
ed 1.529: officers and 28,032 men; in missing 
11 officers and 1,000 men. The deaths 
from disease and accident number 10,758. 
No bureher credits these figures. The 
Roers still have 15,9009 men in the field 
There is a government with Schalk Bur- 
ger as acting president, and Kruger still 
holding the real title in Holland, where 
his people requested him to go, he being 
too old to be of service on the veldt. 

Kitchener's proclamations began by 
condemning all Boezv farms tIving on the 
railroad ways; they new include the total 
devastation of the twc republics. The 
Roers’ women end children are gathered 
in reconcentration camps, where they are 
aving off at-the rate of 1,(00 per monih. 
How uncalled-for is this mortality can be 
eppreciated by him whe has lived in the 
Transvaal and enjoyed its delicious cli- 
mate. In no spot do2s the stranger mark 
so many persons of great age. Death in 
the Transvaal was once an infrequent 
thing. The present pelicy cf the British 
to exterminate the Bcers has thus far 
been suffered with extreme forbearance. 

The Scotsman says that Kitchener’s 
dispatches from the end of May to the 
beginning of December indicated Boer 
losses of 1,008 killed, 635 wounded 
prisoners and 6,673 prisoners not 
woundeé, ane! 1,991 voluntary prison- 
ers, making a total of 10,307 put out of 
action in six months. The forces of 
DeWet are put at 2,000 men, while 
large forces are led by Botha, Delarey 
and others. 

Another writer on the war puts Eng- 
land’s expenses to date at only $40(.- 
000,000, but The London Bankers’ Mag- 
azine adds another item to the cost 
of the war—the depreciation in the 
value of securities. Three hundred 
and twenty-five selected securities 
show a loss of $720,000,000 since the 
war begun, while the decrease in the 
vames of British and Indian funds has 
been $382,000,000. Other securities 
have probably lost $200,000,000, go 
that the price England has paid to 
date is over a billion and a half of 
dollars, and the. war still goes on. 
Eight transports are at New Orleans 
to carry over cargoes of horses for use 
in South Africa and there is no indi- 
cation that England intends to cease 
her bloody work until the Boers are 
exterminated. ; 

It is one of the most remarkable 
spectacjes of modern times—a little 
republic literally murdered bya great 
and enlightened nation—a Cnristian 
nation—while other enlightened Chris- 


tian nations look on without a 
If England could have incorporated 
these sturdy Bvers into her own na- 
tionality, what a strength she would 
have gained. Rough and uncouth they 
may be, but they are men—they are 
fighters. It is folly, of course, for the 
Boers to hope to win, but they have 
set the world an example of bravery 
and stubborn resistance that will not 
be soon forgotten. For England to 
give up the fight would make thai 
country the laughing stock of the 
world and British pride would never 
consent. Bourke Cockran’s eloquent 
plea for the Boers will do them no 
good. The work of annihilation, which 
has already gone so far, will not be 
abandoned until the lion’s paw has 
raked in the gold of the Transvaal. 


Franchise Question in Chicago. 

While the Chicago of the South is 
wrestling witu the question of taxing 
public utility corporations, it is inter- 
esting to note what the Atlanta uf the 
West is doing along the same line. 

The local transportation committee 
of the Chicago city council has pre 
pared an ordinance in reference to the 
extension of the franchises of the 
street railways. It provides for the 
Sale of six tickets for 25 cents, the 
payment to the city of a percentage 
of the gross receipts, universal trans- 
fers, payment for street paving, sprink- 


ling of the streets, franchises limited 
to twenty years and provision for ulti 
mate municjpal ownership. 

Meantime the Illinois state board of 
‘equalization is at work preparing to 
tax the franchises of all corporations. 
The best thing public utility monopo- 
lies can do is to make up their minds 
to “tote fair” with the pedple.

It will be observed that Congressman 
Moody. in what is reperted from him 
by a Herald Washington correspondent 
yesterday, declares that he does not pro- 
pose in his resolution of inquiry as re- 
gards race disfranchisement in the south 
to reduce southern representation @n 
congress. This is what would be expect- 
ed of Mr. Moody as a sound lawyer. If 
there is a disfranchisement that nullifies 
a clause in the constitution, it is for the 
Supreme court to pass upon the subject, 
and, aS we understand, Mr. Moody pro- 
posed no more than to obtain information 
on which that court can act in so doing. 
‘It is true that the house of representa- 
tives has a right under that clause of the 
constitution which authorizes it to pass 
upon the election and qualification .of its 
members to exelude men from their 
Seats, but Mr. Moody is not the kind of 
man to attempt to deal with the subject 
in this way. His resolution simply 
strives to obtain the facts that are nec- 
essary in order to settle as to whether 
the constitution has been followed or vi- 
olated. The matter of the reduction of 
southern representation is likely to be a 
long process if it is ever earried out. 
One step necessary in acting upon it 
would be a census of ¢ttie states to be 
affected, in order to ascertain how manv 
of their voters had been disfranchised 
by the sections of their constitutions ob- 
jected to. We think that, in any event, 
some years will elapse before the reduc- 
tion is brought about. 


Roosevelt and Protection. 
(From The Indianapolis News.) 

It is to be regretted that President 
Roosevelt did not take a more decided 
stand in his message on the subject of 
revising the tariff, so far at least as it 
affects trust-made articles, and likewise 
on the subsidy question. It is difficult for 
the average man to look tolerantly on 
the exaction of taxes on imported arti- 
cles that compete withthe product of 
our great and wealthy monopolies. In- 
dustries that are able to send their prod- 
ucts to European markets and sell them 
there at lower prices than they exact of 
Americans can hardly be said to stand in 
need of protection. It is no wonder that 
this fact creates bitterness and resent- 
ment in American ‘breasts. Grant all 
that protectionists claim for their theo- 
ry, there is no justification for its contin 
uance when the need has passed and 
discrimination against .the home market 
is its result. And on the subject of sub- 
sidy, the people are very much in earnest. 
They can not see the justice or propriety 
of taxing all the people for the benefit of 
men that wish to engage in the ocean 
carrying trade. 


Take It and Be Thankful. 
(From The Philadelphia Times.) 
Mr. Carnegie’s gift seems to impose no 
restrictions upon the American public. 
While we may wish trat he had chosen 
to give this great sum to some one or 
other of the existing universities, it can- 
not be denied that Washington is a most 
desirable site for. an institution which 
shall devote itself to post-graduate re- 
search. The collections there favor this 
work. It is fitting that t@e capital of 
this country should not be behind the 
countries of Europe in higher educational 
facilities; The city is in a peculiar way 
free from the distractions of other great 
American cities. Mr. Carnegie reserv*s 
no right to determine who. shall teach 
nor what shall be taught. The fund 
passes to the United States as to a 
trustee, and it would seem that there 
could be no room for pclitics to enter into 
the ccnduct of the uaiversity. The Amer- 
ican public should accept these gifts 
gratefully, especially when we consider 
that they are simply coming back into 
their own—into riches ‘which have been 
extracted from them by high tariffs and 
other measures designed to put all cir- 
culating money into the hands of a few 

men. 


The Danish West Indies. 
(From The Boston Globe.) 

An early settlement is promised of the 
negotiations for the sale of Denmark's 
former West Indian possessions. 

The islands are probably of little value 
to Denmark, but are liable to be of much 
value to the United States. Denmark 
could well afford to place them on the 
bargain counte;. 

Of course, in such sales the people of 
the islands are not consulted. It is as- 
sumed that they are satisfied with the 
charge, but whether they are or not is 
not considered. They ere “sold with the 
premises’’ so far as their nationality is 
ecncerned 

Why not make them a present of their 
internal independenca and give them 
heme rule in politics? They would belong 
to us just as much. 


Ship Subsidy Favoritism.

DEMOCRATS TO FIGHT BILL 


$ 
Denounce “Colonial Policy” and 
Emphasize Cost of the Islands 
to the’ United States. 


| Washington, December 13.—At a meet- 
ling of the ways and means committee to- 
day for the final consideration of the 
Philippine tariff bill, Representative Rob- 
ertson, democrat, of Louisiana, announced 
that ne would vote for the bill in the 
house, and Representative McCall, repub- 
lican, of Massachusetts, announced that 
he would vote against it. With these ex- 
ceptions the republicans of the commit- 
tee expressed themselves in favor of the 
measure and the democrats opposed to 
it, and, by a vote of 7 to 5, on party 
lines, Messrs. McCall and Robertson an- 
swering “present” but not voting, the 
bill was ordered reported. 

Chairman Payne, of the committee on 
ways and means, today presented tae 
majority report on the Philippine tariff 
bill. It says: 

“This bill is designed to raise revenue 
for the government and benefit the Phil- 
ippine archipeiago. It is intended to re- 
store the status which existed prior to 
the late decision of the supreme court 
in the diamond rings case. _Prior to 
that decision the government Had been 
collecting duties on goods coming into 
the United States from the Philippine 
archipelago at the same rates as those 
provided in our tariff laws for like arti- 
cles imported from ‘foreign countries. 
The court holds that the Philippine ar- 
chipelago is not a foreign country, and 
therefore the general tariff law does not 
apply. This bill extends the rate now 
existing upon imports from foreign coun- 
tries to articles brought in from the Phil- 
ippine islands. 


Necessity for Revenue. 


‘In the Philippine archipelago the 
United States Philippine commission pre- 
pared a tarff act after much care and 
study. Their object Kks been and is to 
raise sufficient revenue to support a gov- 
ernment in the Pnilippines, to provide 
amply for the education of the people, to 
open up the highways of commerce, both 
foreign and domestic, and to provide am- 
ple police force for the preservation of 
order. This bill propoges in the first sec- 
tion to make this P ih »pine tariff a part 
of the statutes of the United States. 

“The necessity for a continuance of 
revenue, which shail both be certain and 
ample, is imperative. If we continue the 
police and constabulary system which 
has been inaugurated, and which is doing 
SO much to restore and conserve order in 
the islands, it will call for a large in- 
crease in appropriations. We have en- 
rolled 150,000 school children in the pub- 
lic schools. Of this number more than 
one-nalf are without any school house 
accommodation. It is necessary that we 
build suitable houses at once. ‘Four thou- 
Sand teachers have been employed, near- 
ly all of them recently, and their salaries 
must be paid. This great work of educa- 
tion must not be crippled, even for a 
short time, for lack of tunds. 

“Our government has gone to work sys- 
tematically through thé commission for 
the improvement of the harbor at Ma- 
nila. They have let the contract, after 
a public advertisement, and* competitive 
bids, to the lowest bidder. This con- 
tract calls for the expenditure of three 
millions of dollars in the near future. 
All these expenditures are preparing the 
way for a reduction of the army and in 
the end will prowe of direct benefit to 
the taxpayers of the United States,’’ 

The bill also provides for the collec- 
tion of tonnage taxes on vessels plying 
between the ports of the United States 
and the Philippine arehipelago. It fur- 
ther provides that ‘vessels not of the 
United States may ply between these 
ports, notwithstanding our coastwise nav- 
igation laws, until the ist day of Janu- 
ary, 1903,’"" when it is believed these 
islands may safely come under the op- 
eration of our present statutes and ves- 
sels only of the United States be em- 
ployed in our commerce with them. 


Democrats Make Protest. 
Representative Richardson, of Tennes- 
see, presented the minority report, signed 
by all the democrats of the ways and 
means committee, except Mr. Robertson, 
of Louisiana. The report says in part: 


“The measure is but another step in 
the well marked line of imperialism. It 
is enacting a policy of pure colonialism, 
and the worst form of that policy. We 
are opposed to our government attempt- 
ing to hold territories as colonies, and 
treating the inhabitants thereof as sub- 
jects, and imposing upon them a govern- 
ment of force. This is the method of the 
empire instead of that of the republic. 
We oppose the whole policy of the ma- 
ee in dealing with the Philippine 
archipelago. We believe that instead of 
the effort they are “making to set up 
and hold permanent colonies there we 
should long since have inaugurated a 
Olicy assuring to the people of those 
slands stable government and their ul- 
timate independence. 

‘‘But, even if there is to be an admitted 
change in our institutions and our form 
of government, and a wide Geparture 
from the old land mark of po!.cical truth, 
that all governments instituted among 
men derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed, and ff it be ad- 
mitted that we are to embark upon the 
dangerous and desperate policy. of colony 
holding and subject governing. to none 
of which do we agree, even then we 
could not give our consent to the passage 
of the pending measure. The colonial 
plan set up by this bill is unjust and il- 
liberal in the extreme.”’ 

The report further says that the secre- 
tary of war in effect made the tax law 
for the Philippines and thus exercised 
greater power than most kings. Con- 
tinuing, it says: } . 

“The second section in effect declares 
that the Philippine islands are foreign 
territory to the extent that all importa- 
tions therefrom into the (tW®nited States 
shall pay the same rates of duty as are 
provided in the existing tariff laws of the 
United States, known as the Dingley 
tarif® act. The Dingley act has proven 
itself to be a trust-breeding measure. We 
witness daily the great trusts, born of 
the Dingley tariff law, so manipulating 
the manufactures and the prices of goods 
that our people are forced by them to

Fearful Cost of the Islands. 


The report says foreign nations got 
$48,000,000 of Philippine trade, while the 
United States shared in the Philippine 
trade last year to the extent of $5,427,506, 
representing profits to our government 
or people of about $1,085,541, 

“This paltry sum,’’ it says, “is insig- 
nificant when we consider it has cost us 
more than $85,000,000 to maintain our 
army in the Philippines for the past 
year.”’ 

The report says we will have expended 
when the next year closes for the main- 
tenance of our army in the Philippines 
and our operations in the Orient four 
hundred and fifty millions of dollars, not 
including the increase in naval expendi- 
tures; and twenty million dollars paid to 
Spain under the treaty of 1899. 

It adds: 

“The casualties which have occurred 
in the effort to enforce thepolicies of 
the majority in the islands are of such 
appalling magnitude that it should shock 
the public mind. We are squareiy in op- 
position to the methods and ‘policies of 
the majority of the committee in their 
efforts to deal with the Philippine islands.

SPALDING CHOSEN PRESIDENT. 


After Savagely Denouncing Andrew 
Freedman, of New York. 

New York, December 14.—After four 
days of practically an entire absence of 
Official information as to the inner work- 
ings of the meetings of the magnates of 
the National Baseball League at the 
Fifth Avenue hotel in this city, a real 
sensation has been sprung. 

The deadlock over the election of a 
president to succeed N. KE. Young has 
continued. Tonight - Albert G. Spalding 
threw down the gauntlet. Mr. Spalding 
announced: his position in the following 
words: 

“When the vote has been taken, when 
my election shall be made unanimous, 
and when they shall come to me and ask 
me to be their president, if I accept the 
honor, my one condition will be that An- 
drew Freedman must get out of baseball 
absolutely and entirely. He must be 
wiped off the baseball map. On his rec- 
ord in baseball, and I spealg only of his 
baseball record, I openly and publicly 
charge Andrew Freedman with being a 
traitor and marplot. He has done more 
to ruin baseball than any other four 
forces that éver existed in the history of 
the game. 

“If will meet Mr. Freedman on any posi- 
tion he may take. My only stipulation is 
that the matter must be fought out in 
the meeting room of the National 
League, The man that loses must stipu- 
late to get out of baseball forever.’’ 
The magnates were thunderstruck by 
the audacity of Mr. Spalding’s defi, but 
there was a tone of pleasure and exulta- 
tion over the prospects of a fight such as 
never hag been known in the history of 
baseball. It seemed to be the general 
impression that the  Brush-Freedman 
combination was beaten. 

Just how Freedman was to be dropped 
was not made clear. It is said that a 
new National League may be organized 
and New York may be dropped from the 
circuit, the Brooklyn cluB be¢oming the 
New York representative. 

Later in the evening Mr. Spalding said: 
“Freedman must go, but for history’s 
sake let us give Brush a chance to save 
himself.”’ 

No sooner had Mr. Spalding’s words 
come to Mr. Brush than he announced. 
his intention of leaving immediately for 
his home in Cincinnati. Mr. Freedman 
said of the statement given out by Mr. 
Spalding: 

“He can employ his own methods and 
rest assured that the New York club is 
not worrying in any way, shape or form 
at the threats made.”’ 

Just before 1 o'clock this (Saturday) 
morning the Brush-Freedman faction 
walked out of the meeting room in 2a 
body and left the hotel. They refused 
absolutely to say a word. After they left 
Mr. Spalding was elected president.

Production is at an unheard-of rate de- 
spite car shortage Stopping coke deliv- 
eries, and stocks of pig are still decreas- 
ing. Southern iron deliveries in Novem- 
ber were the heaviest on record, and 
higher prices for this and for bituminous 
coal are predicted. 

“The crest of the recent rise in cereals 
was for the present reached ‘on Saturday 
last for coarse grains. and on Monday, 
December 9, for wheat and provisions. 
The proportions of the recent rise in- 
duced enormous realizing, which for a 
time was offset by heavy new burying, 
but ultimately -the size of the grain 
movement and increases in visible sup- 
plies, added to the breaking of the 
drought in the southwest and the tight- 
ness of money, left the bears masters of 
the field. The steady rise in wheat and 
corn prices shown since the early part of 
November had resulted in a gain of 
about 13c each in wheat and corn from 
which the fall this week is only about 3c. 
Provisions sympathize with the move- 
ment, and the high price of low grade 
foodstuffs is still a feature of note. 

“Cotton alone of the great agricultural 
Staples has strengthened this week on 
a continuance of the bullishness brought 
out by the low government estimate 
and in spite of a crop movement. some of 
which is classed ‘holiday cotton,’ in ex- 
cess of last year. Exports have reached 
and passed last season’s record. Staple 
cottons are on the whole firmer. and 
sellers are not as anxious as a while ago. 

“Woolen goods are in good demand, 
particularly for dress wear. and many 
mills are busy on heavy weight orders. 
Wool is strong. though unchanged on 
good demand, with London slightly high- 
+s on Merinos and unchanged on cross 
reds, 

“Boot and shoe manufacturers are still! 
busily employed, and shipments = still 
heavily exceed last year. JLeather is 
firm, and while hides are easier, tanners 
are not anxious to buy largely. 

“Higher prices of cereals check our ex- 
port trade in that direction. and ship- 
ments of breadstuffs, live animals. cottda 
a®1 oils all decreased from October to- 
tals. Compared with November a veer 
ago provisions. cotton and oil exports are 
all heavier. The falling off in breadstuffs 
is due to corn exports, being only one- 
sixth of November a year ago. Wheat 
shipments in November were, on the 
other hand, 50 per cent larger.. For the 
caiendar year 1901, shipments of. bread- 
Stuffs. animals, cotton, oils and provis- 
ions aggregate‘a number 5 per cent larger 
than in any previous year. 

‘Wheat, including flour. exports for the 
week aggregate 3,879,809 bushels. as 
against 4,604,846 last week and 4,785,577 in 
this week last vear. Wheat exports, Ju- 
vy 1 to date—24 weeks—-axdrregata 136.- 
203,715 bushels, as against 84,960,729 last 
season. 

“Corn exports aggregate 278,307 bushels. 
as against 362.844 last week and 4,853,458 
last vear. July 1 to date corn exports 
are 19,795,238 bushels, against 83,701,661 last 
season. 

‘“‘Business fallures in the Tnited States 
for the week number 233, as against 237 
last week, 247 in this week last year, 211 
in 1899, 237 in 1898 and 283 in 1897. 

“Canadian failures for the week num- 
ber 21, or the same number last week. 
and compared with 18 in this week a 
year ago, 28 in 1899 and 32 in 1898."’ 


New York, December 13.—R. G. Dun & 
Co’s., weekly review of trade tomorrow 
will say: 

“Railway stocks all fell sharply, yet 
full returns for November show that 
earnings were 11.5 per cent greater than 


'in- the same month last year and 18.1 per 


cent over those of 1899. Industrial and 
traction shares were even more violently 
disturbed, yet the manufacturing plants 
of the nation were never more fully oc- 
cupied. Numerous labor controversies 
have been settled and the rate of wages 
is at the highest point ever attained. Re- 
tail distribution is of massive proportions 
with dealings in holiday goods the con- 
spicuous fédature. This class of business 
so far surpasses all previous records that 
it alone gives an unmistakable indication 
of the nation’s prosperity. 

‘‘Despite the full engagements of most 
of the steel mills well into next year the 
week has brought a large amount of 
new business, particularly in railway 
equipment. Stability of prices continues 
the best feature. Reports. during the 
closing week of November dwelt on the 
scarcity of cars and motive power, im- 
plying that furnaces could not secure 
coke and were going out of blast, while 
pig iron could not be moved from the 
yards to the mill. Nevertheless The Iron 
Age shows 266 furnaces in blast on De- 
cember 1 with a capacity of 324,761 tons 
weekly. However, that since the month 
opened there has been more interruption, 
and the present rate of yield is probably 
much lighter. Furnace stocks of pig iron 
decreased 49,780 tons during November to 
only 223,462 tons. 

‘Raw textile industries have 
developed distinct firmness. Cotton not 
only retained the spasmodic gain that 
followed the government report, but madc 
a further advance, and indications of 
continued strength attracted liberal pur- 
chases by spinners. 

“The goods market is quiet with no ur- 


material 


lines higher. 

“Wool is readily taken at unchanged 
prices. Mills here are busy and fall lines 
of overcoatings have opened satisfac- 
torily. 

“Leather is firmer, but shoe manufac- 
turers are unable to secure commensurate 
gains because some shops have contracts 
for material at old prices and are able 
to hold quotations to jobbers at former 
figures. 

“Many western grain producers and 
dealers have announced their intention to 
hold their supplies until spring, when the 
scarcite. would be marked and quotationg 
are on & more profitable point. Specula- 
tive operators, as usual, anticipated this 
tendency. The upward movement oY op- 
tion prices culminated on Monday, when 
May deliveries at this city commanded 
8S%ec. Exports of wheat, including flour, 
from all ports of the United States, were 
8 633,611 bushels during the last two 
weeks, against 7,517,205 bushels last year 
and 7,362,219 bushels two years ago. 
Fancy prices have not yet materially re- 
stricted foreign buying, but there is evi- 
dence that western  nolders are being 
tempted to part with their supplies, in 
weeks interior receipts have been 
bushels, against 10,844,834 last 
975,725 bushels two years ago.

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BETTER ROADS PLEDGED 
FOR GEORGIA COUNTIES 
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Good Roads Convention Came to Close Yesterday 
After Enthusiastic Session--=Vice Presidents 
Appointed in-Various Counties.

President Good Roads Association. 
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HE final session of the good roads 
convention was held = yesterday 


| morning. At this session the orzan- 


ization of the “Georgia Good Roads Asso- 
Cilation" was completed. The delegates 
showed great enthusiasm and many ex- 
pressed the belief that the results of this 
convention would soon be apparent all 
over Georgia. While the representatives 
cf the National Good Roads Association 
who came with the Southern’s good reads 
special have laid great stress upon the 
benefits to be derived from seeing the 
demonstrations in practical road build- 
ing which have been given on the Sol- 
diers’ home road, still the main purpose 
cf the convention was to interest the peo- 
ple of the state in the question of good 
roads. 

The convention yesterday morning heard 
cnly one address, the remainder of the 
time being devoted to informal discus- 
sion. The convention was called to order 
at 10:30 o’cleck and opened with prayer 
by the Rev. Richard Orme Flynn, of the 
North Avenue Presbyterian ohurch. 

The address of Professor T. P. Branch, 
of the Georgia Schol of Technology, was 
the feature of the morning. It was re- 
ceived with hearty applause and many of 
the delegates referred to it in the most 
complimentary terms. Prefessuor Branch 
said in part: 

Address of Professor Branch. 


There is a popular idea that engineering 
means construction or building. Many times 
the best engineering consists in not building. 
A better definition of it is the art of doing 
well with one dollar what the unskilled man 
does in a manner with two or three or falls 
to do at all. It means securing the best re- 
sults at the least cost. 

Road building should be ens{neering from 
start to finish. The location or the road is 
one of the fine arts of the profession, learned 
cnly in the school of experience for which one 
should@have the best technical ining. 

The air line is the ideal line, but this can 
be carried too far. The raNroads of the mfd- 
die we#t are suffering from air a en gi un- 
der tHe.impulse of rapid development. The 
easé With which these could be located has 
proven q@ delusion ard a snare. In fact, the 
most treacherous country in which ‘to locate 
is where the possible lines are many and the 
time and money short. It is so easy to secure 
a line that is good enough—but not the best. 
The ideal grade is a level, and the constant 
effort must be to approximate this. 

The cost usually determines the question of 
building the road. There should be a @irefill 
estimate of cost, itemized, and no items should 
be omitted. More than this, there must be 
a fair estimate of the cost of maintenance, 
which capitalized at the rate of interest which 
must be paid for borrowed money, should be 
added to the estimate of cost. 

The road should be kept in good order at a 
reasonable cost. Cne of the weakest points in 
the old road system was this lack of provis- 
ion for regular repairs. ‘“‘A stitch in time 
saves nine’’ is more than true of road re- 
pairs. 

I should say that the proper location of a 
road is of greater importance than the details 
of construction. Not that these are of slight 
importance or are to be neglected; far from 
this. Each detail should be carefully guarded 
and the cost held down. In time the mistakes 
of construction are usually corrected, those of 
location rarely ever. 

The mistakes of the road maker are not so 
fatal, but they are none the less costly. All 
that has been said to you of the expensive- 
ness of poor roads applies with. double force 
to poorly located roads. The expense is not 
heralded with a crash, as when a bridge goes 
down; if oozes out in a continual stream which 
is making our country poorer and poorer. 
The time has come to stop this. We have in 
Georgia a county official known as the county 
surveyor. I haye known a number of these 
men and have yet to see one whose work 
was better than his pay. 

For the best results in any calling we must 
look to the hands of him who receives his 
chief reward 4n° the pleasure of doing his 
work well, and the consciousness of having 
done his best and the best that can be done 
with. the materials at hand. To such a man 
the salary is the means, not an end. Yet he 
must live and. »-receive a recompense com- 
‘mensurafe with his services. He is in de- 
mand.- He wiil net work for $5 per day one 
day per week and plow a mule or work in 
a cross roads store the remainder of the time, 
Let us’ Call this office what we will—county 
surveyor or 6 unty engineer—but let us have 
the legislature erract such laws as will ena- 
ble us to secure a trained engineer, competent 
to handle the. probléms of roads and surveys, 
and pay hima fair salary for his .whole 
time. Then we will have fewer law :('ts 
over land lines and a day of good roads will 
dawn upon us. 

Several Brief Speeches. 

After the address of Professor Branch, 
President Anderson opened the discussion 
to the body and short talks were made 
by Judge W. M. Ragsdale, of DeKalb; 
Hon. B. D. Lumsden, of Bibb; Hen. Wil- 
liam A. Wright, of Floyd; Colonel B,. M. 
Blackburn, of Fulton; Maycr L. H. Chap- 
pell, of Muscogee; Professor J. B. Hunni- 
cutt, of Fulton; Colonel J. Lindsey John- 
son, of Floyd; Major W. J. Houston, of 
Fulton; Colonel W. C. Wilcox, of Haber- 
sham; Captain L. J. Walker, of Morgan; 
and Hon. David J. Bailey, of Spalding. 

The report cf the committee on organi- 
zation of state association provided that 
the state associaticn be known as the 
Georgia Good Roads Association and that 
the officers. be the same as those elected 
for the convention, the president to have 
the power to fill al! vacancies. Captain 
Ciifford L. Anderson, of Atlanta, is presi- 
dent; Judge W. F. Eve, of Augusta, vice 
president; J. K. Ottley, of Atlanta, treas- 
urer. Colonel T. H. Martin, of Atlanta, 
was elected secretary, but declined the 
position. Hon. David J. Bailey, of Spald- 
ing, is acting as secretary and will prob- 
ably be the permanent secretary of the 
essociation. The vice presidents from fhe 
congressional districts will be announced 
by the. president in’ a few days as will 
be the names of the county vice presl- 
dents who have not yet been appointed. 

The Southern Thanked. 

The ecmmittee on resolutions recom- 
mended resolutions calling upon congress 
and the state legislature to make suffi- 
cient appropriations for roaa improve- 
ment. The convention by a rising vote 
expressed its thanks to the Southern rail- 
way for sending the good roads special 
over the south in the following resolu- 


tion: ; 

Resolved, That the thanks of this associa- 
tion be extended the Southern railway for 
its magnificent se ice rendered in transport- 
ing this good roads train over its lines and 
in aiding the cause of good roads through- 
out the state. ;

Luther Rosser finished his speech at 5 
o'clock. At 6 o'clock Morris Brandon 
was still speaking. An adjournment was 
then had until 7:30 o’clock.

IN THE COURTS. | 


Mrs. B. D. Hart has instituted suit 
against A. L. Waldo and the Phoenix In- 
surance Company on a fire insurance pol- 
icy claimed to have been held by her in 
the company. She makes the allegation 
that Mr. Waldo, as agent for the com- 
pany, made misrepresentations and de- 
ceived her in referenceto the payment of 
the policy. 

It is stated that Mrs. Hart held a pol- 
icy for $1,200 on a dwelling at 453 Pulliam 
street, which house was burned on De- 
cember 10, 1897. It is alleged that she con- 
sented to an arbitration of the amount 
of damage and that the arbitrators as- 
sessed it at $874.04; that she inquired if 
there was anything more for her to do 
to prove the loss; that she was informed 
that she had given all of the proof neces- 
sary, and that payment would be made at 
the end of sixty days. 

The petition alleges that at the expira- 
tion of sixty days Mr. Waldo was out of 
the city, but that the petitioner saw him 
more than ninety davs after the promise 
to pay and that he informed her the com- 
pany neither admitted nor denied its Ia- 
bility under the policy, but would stand 
upon their legal rights; also that ever 
Since that time payment has, been refused. 
It is stated that the petitioner was not 
in possession of the policy at the time of 
the fire, as it had been transferred to the 
Southern Messenger Service as additional 
security for a loan of money and that im- 
mediately after the fire Agent Waldo paid 
off the loan and had the peatitioner’s note 
and deed to the same transferred to the 
insurance company, together with the 
policy; also that the company later re- 


turned the note and deed, but continues 


to keep the policy 

Suit was entered in the city court, it is 
stated, but was dismissed cn the ground 
that Mrs. Hart had not furmished proof 
of loss. It is further stated that the su- 


preme court affirmed the decision of the 


city court. 

The petition asks that the policy and 
the return of the arbitrators be produced 
in court and that she be awarded judg- 
ment for the amount of the arbitration 
and attorney’s fees. The suit was filed 
by Attorneys Westmoreland Bros. and J. 
L. Travis. 


$10,000 Suit Filed. 

Mrs. Elizabeth J. Turner yesterday sued 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
for $10,000 damages for the death of her 
husband. Mr. Turner was one of the two 
men killed near Fort McPherson last 
Monday. 

It is alleged that a car of the company 
ran into his buggy, causing the horse to 
run away and resulting in Mr. Turner 
being thrown out and killed. Negligence 
is charged. The petitioner is represented 
by Attorney W. C. Cousins.

TELEGRAMS BY TANDEM KITES. 


Novel Improvement Is Suggested 


for the Marconi System. 

New York, December 13.—William A. 
Eddy has written to Mr. Maconi inclosing 
diagrams of an improved tandem kite 
system for reaching a height of 3,000 feet 
with Major Baden-Powell’s system of 
kites. He thinks this system will enable 
Marconi to send messages at least 1,006 
miles because every .increase in height 
has so far enormously increased the 
range of wireless telegrams. Should tit 
receiving vessel, 2,000 miles out at sea, 
also send up a receiving wire by means 
of kite storm flyers to a height of 3,000 
feet Mr. Eddy thinks the 1,000 mile limit 
will be more than doubled.

THE STATE SANITARIUM. 

The majority report of the committee 
on the state sanitarium at Milledgeville 
stands as the only report before the 
legislature on that institution. That re- 
port gives the institution an _ excellent 
standing, showing that it is not only well 
conducted, but probably more economical- 
lv than any institution of its kind in the 
United States. It was shown that it 
ensts less than 30 cents per capita a day 
to maintain the inmates of that institu- 
tion, everything considered, and it is 
well known that the care of the inmates 
of an insane asylum is expensive. 

The members of the committee, half a 
dogen in number, who made the minority 
report, sent a request to the clerk's 
desk yesterday asking that their report 
be withdrawn. This was the report that 
criticised the institution and its manage- 
ment severely, and made several charges 
in this connection. Since the matter has 
been gone into more thoroughly, the 
minority members came to the conclusion 
that they were wrong in their opinion, and 
promptly withdrew what they had said. 
The state sanitarium is the second largest 
in the United States, and has been ably 
conducted for years by Dr. T. O. Powell, 
its superintendent, who has been many 
times complimented by legislators and 
experts upon the efficiency of his man- 
on & D. Howard, fepresentative from 
Baldwin county, and Senator Allen, of 
the twentieth district, who is also from 
Baldwin, have been untiring in their work 
in behalf of the state sanitarium, and it 
wus largely due to their efforts that the 
extra appropriation for the new building, 
go much needed at Milledgeville, was se- 
eured.
